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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicants arguments filed June 23, 2005 have been fully considered but they 
are not persuasive. 

In re page 1 1 , applicant argues, with respect to claims 1 9-20, Park, however, 
neither discloses nor suggests "the reading, from the recording medium, of additional 
data other than the scramble data of the MPEG stream, corresponding to information 
relating to the enciphering keys used for the scrambling". 

In response, the examiner respectfully disagrees. Park discloses in col. 12, lines 
55-65, that "In the case of playing back the bitstream recorded as described above, if 
the function is PPP function, the system operates as shown in FIG. 15. If the bitstream 
... copy protection processor 4 splits the played-back bitstream Sks(BS)+E (KS) into the 
bitstream Sks(BS) and keystream E (KS) by encryption algorithm E ak() to then output 
the same to smart card 3. The split bitstream Sks(BS) is output to ATV decoder 2 with 
the extracted portion of the keystream E (KS) inserted with an index code IDX". The 
claimed "reading, from the recording medium, corresponding to information relating to 
the enciphering keys used for the scrambling" is anticipated by the keystream E (KS) of 
Park. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 
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(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

3. Claims 19-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Park 
(US 5,757,909). 

Regarding claim 19, Park discloses a process (col. 12, line 55 to col. 13, line 9) 
for decoding a scrambled MPEG stream recorded on a recording medium, for 
implementing a special mode ("trick mode"), comprising the following steps: 

the reading, from the recording medium, of scrambled data of the MPEG stream 
(col. 12, lines 55-65), 

the reading, from the recording medium, of additional data other than the 
scrambled data of the MPEG stream, corresponding to information relating to the 
enciphering keys used for the scrambling (col. 12, lines 55-65), 

descrambling of the MPEG stream data read as a function of the additional data 
read (col. 12, line 66 to col. 13, line 9). 

Regarding claim 20, Park discloses a process (col. 12, line 55 to col. 13, line 9) 
for decoding a scrambled MPEG stream recorded on a recording medium, for 
implementing a special mode ("trick mode"), comprising the following steps: 

reading, from the recording medium, of additional data, other than the scrambled 
data of the MPEG stream, corresponding to information required by at least one 
function of the special mode or "trick mode" (fast forward, fast rewind, accelerated 
motion, slow motion, etc.) (col. 12, lines 55-65 and col. 3, lines 31-38), 

reading, from the recording medium, of scrambled data of the MPEG stream as a 
function of the said additional data (col. 12, lines 55-65 and col. 3, lines 31-38).

4. Claims 1-4 and 9-17 are allowed.
